5. A herbicidal composition comprising a herbicidally 
effective amount of a compound of formula I, as claimed in Claim 1, in admixture 
with an agriculturally acceptable adjuvant or carrier. 

6. A method of controlling undesirable vegetation which 

1 0 comprises contacting the vegetation or the locus thereof with or applying to the 
soil to prevent the emergence of vegetation an herbicidally effective amount of a 
compound of formula I, as claimed in Claim 1 . 
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
